agreement that both ‘measures ‘shall 
be before the Senate at the same 
time. 

Tomorrow, according to expecta- 
tions tonight, the certa#ifity of an en- 
counter between the contending 
forces will be emphasized. 

Many Senators favor both the en- 
actment of the cruiser bill and the 
ratification of the Kellogg pact, but 
determination on the part of some of 
‘hem that the former shall have the 
right Of Way and equal insistérice’ by 
others that both shall be considered 
concurrently, affords the ground- 
work for a spirited contest. 

Judging by the support that.has 
developed for .the. da sud- 
den disclosure ‘of 6 ; ito. the 
cruiser program, the former scems 
to have the better chance of winning 
out should the advocates of the latter 
refuse to accept thé proposal that. 
both shall be before the Senate for 
concurrent disciission. 

Opening Moves Made, 

The brief flare-up this: afternoon 
brought the intensity of the situation 
to light. The Senate had just passed 
Senator Hawes’s bill prohibiting the 
shipment, of convict-made goods 
into States excluding their use. That 
cleared the way for bringing the 
cruiser program forward as unfin- 
ished business, which would.keep.it 
up for discussion until disposed of.

moved immediately to take it up for 
consideration. Senator King of Utah 
moved as a substitute that the anti- 
war pact be taken;up.

King’s 'motion..on 
the ground that. it concerned execu- 
tive business and could be made 
only in: executive or secret session. 
Then the contest for right of way 
began in earnest.

Recalling that early in December 
the President sent another. message 
to Congress asking for the appro- 
priation of $75,000,000 additional for 
tax. refunds and asserting that this 
draft ‘on the Treasury would more 
than wipe out the prospective sur- 
plus, Mr. Garner declared that if he 
were, President, and the Secretary 
of the Treasury ‘‘deliberately fixed it 
so that: I would have to reverse my- 
self in such a way, I would ask for 
his. resignation.’’ 

Mr. Garner charged that Mr. Mel- 
lon reported the probability of a sur- 
plus to the President in order that 
such.a report might. prompt Congress 
to take favorable action on.the bill 
to. lend. $12,000,000 to the Greek 
Government. 

Attacks Secretary’s Estimates. 
. Admitting his “deduction’’ was 
based on circumstantial evidence, he 
said that whenever the House has 
had tax legislation under ‘corsidera- 
tion, the Secretary of the Treasury 
‘‘made his estimate to fit his argu- 
ment.’’

WASHINGTON, Dec... 19.—The 
Senate Public Lands Committee vot- 
ed late today to report favorably the 
nomination of Roy O. West of Chi- 
cago, to be Secretary of the Interior, 
a position he has filled since re- 
ceiving a recess appointment from 
President Coolidge last Summer 
upon the resignation of Dr. Work. 

The  vote,. taken behind closed 
doors, was.7. to 3, with two members 
absent,,and three to be polled, the 
total committee’ membership being 
fifteen. Chairman Nye said he would 
submit the report to the Senate at 
noon tomorrow, and it is expected, 
unless there is a prolonged fight on 
the floor, that a vote will be sought 
on confirmation before the Christ- 
mas recess. 

One of the three opposing members 
was Senator Wagne;> of New York. 
Chairman. Nye, who had called on 
President Coolidge’ at the White 
House earlier in the day, and. Sen- 
ator, Walsh of Montana, also voted 
against ‘confirmation. Mr, Nye de- 
clined to discuss his visit * the 
President. 

Those who voted for a » favorable 
‘report were Sefiatoré O Mc- 
Nary,. Glenn, Larrazola, , Pittman, 
eee and Ashurst. © Senators 
Norbeck and Bratton were absent. 


Nye Explains Opposition. 
Two of the Senators to be podlied 
rare. the Republicans, Smoot and 
‘Dale, -The third, Dill, is'a Demo 
crat. If all three were to be counted 
‘in. the negative, there would still, be 
a majority favorable. for Mr. West. 

In a public session just before the 
vote was taken, Chairman Nye read 
to the committee, in the presence 
of Mr. West, a statement declaring 
that his reason for opposing him was 
partly because of his former stock 
ownership in power companies con- 
trolled by the Samuel. Insull inter- 
ests and the present stock owner- 
ship in the companies by members of 
Mr. West’s family. 

The Secretary’s relationship in the 
past with power interests, Mr. Nye 
held, made him unsuited for one of 
the duties imposed on the head of 
the Interior Department,..since he 
and the Secretaries of War and Agri- 
culture constitute the Federal Pow- 
er Commission.

LONDON, Dec. 19.—The. whole Brit- 
ish nation will draw a deep breath of 
relief tomorrow, when it will learn 
on. the authority of King George’s 
doctors that ‘the “‘dangerous phases of 
his illness have been surmounted and 
there are increasingly. solid grounds 
for hoping that: recovery will: result 
from this long and anxious struggle.”’ 

These -phrases appear in a long of- 
ficial review of the King’s illness ad- 
dressed by his doctors tonight to the 
British. medical profession, In inter- 
est and illumination it far surpassed 
today’s two favorable’ bulletins, sig- 
nificant though they were of forty- 
eight hours of steady progress. 

This expfession of official confi- 
dence was qualified by a warning 
that progress must necessarily be 
slow and difficult.as a result of the 
length: of the infection and the ex- 
haustion resulting from it. 


Text of Two Bulletins. 


This warning is pointed by an ac- 
count. of the’ nature of the King’s 
illness that, with its reférénces to 
delirium, exhaustion, painful breath- 
ing, heart. strain and blood poisoning, 
makes it appear a miracle that a 
man of &3 should ever have survived 
at all.

Alters Fixtures of Office. 


The heads of all the departments 
at Headquarters were on hand early 
yesterday, but even they were -sur- 
prised’ at Mr. Whalén’s early arrival. 
He brought with him an ink well 
of antique bronze, and a pottery 
Jamp with a parchment shade which 
had graced his desk at Wanamaker’s 
‘was delivered soon after he arrived. 
One of the first things the fastidious 
Mr. Whalen did was to order the 
removal of the shiny, brass cuspidor 
which had been in the commission- 
er’s office so long that it was ‘re- 
garded as a permanent fixture. 

“I'll have no use for'that; take it 
out,’’ Mr. Whalen directed.. Then, 
after announcing that the mahogany 
desk he had used as géneral man-' 
ager of the department. store would 
be sent down to réplace the one 
Commissioner Warren used, Mr. 
Whalen went to work in earnest. 

The first thing he did was to con- 
fer. at/length with Inspector O’Brien 
who had ‘beeh summoned from ‘the 
Bronx. Inspector Coughlin, who had 
arrived at his office at 8:30.0’clock,

| Praises O’Brien’s Work. 


In announcing the appointment of | mp 


‘O’Brien to succeed Lahey; Mri 
Whalen said in his low, calmvoice. 


“I have known. him for many 
years and frequently had opportu- 
nity to observe his-police work, par- 
ticularly in the homecoming of the 
‘ *‘Twenty-seventh ‘Division when 5,000,- 
1000 people were along the line of 
‘march. Inspector O’Brien planned 
jand executed the police arrange- 
‘ments to such perfection on that oc- 
‘casion that there was not a single 
casualty with the exception of a 
waiter of the Union League Club 
who became so excited that he fell 
off the roof and was killed. His 
orders: were so clear that he won my 
admiration and he has held it ever. 
since.’’ 

Then Mr. Whalen directed his at- 
tention to the appointment of In- 
Spector Mulrooney. 
|. “Inspector Mulrooney,’’ he said, 
|*‘has een in the department many 
years. I have had occasion to ob- 
{serve his work which has thrown 
him. into association with O’Brien. 
He has won my confidence and will 
make good in his new post.’’ 

Commissioner Whalen referred 
next to the retiring chief inspector 
as a man whom he had known for 
‘many years and who “never has 
done anything that. would cause any- 
* to question his integrity.’’ 

Of Coughlin, credited with solv- 
jing many of the city’s most baffling 
crimes, and often commended by his 
superiors for captures he made at 
the risk of his life, Mr. Whalen had 
nothing to say except that the vet- 
eran of many changing administra- 
tions was through. 

There was no. explanation of the 
| ‘aual retirement, but it was generally 
jassumed that Mr. Whalen acted 
chiefly because of dissatisfaction at 
—— l-with the Rothstein investi- 
gation, which has brought the indict- 
mént of four men, of whom only one, 
George McManus, is in custody. 

Mr. Whalen seemed to be trying 
to absolve Lahey in this connection 
when he said, He is in no way 
responsible for the detective division 
,and has had nothing to do with the 
dissatisfaction ‘with the Detective 
Bureau which occurred recently.’’ 

It was pointed out yesterday that 
the rules of the department say that 
the Chief Inspector shall be responsi- 
ble not.only for the conduct of the 
uniformed force but of the detective 
division as well. —

As soon as they had been sworn in 
the new Chief Inspector and the new, 
deputy, who has charge of detective 
activities, assumed their duties by 
summoning all their immediate sub- 
ordinates, the heads of the various 
squads, to inform them that Mr. 

alen expected strict obedience to 
his. orders and a general improve- 
* in the morale of the. depart- 
ment. 

Meanwhile Lahey and Coughlir 
were saying good-bye to their friends 
and preperiis to leave surroundings 
familiar to them for more than two 
decades. Both were well liked by 
their men. 

Generally the farewells consisted of 
handshakes and wishes of good luck 
but Joe Carnazzo of 212 Grand Street, 
semi-official bootblack at headquar- 
ters, wept openly when his turn 
came to say good-bye to Coughlin. 
He wiped away his tears th a 
gtimy hand and Coughlin grasped it 
n a friendly handshake. 

Before departing Lahey told re- 

rters he‘had no plans for the fu- 
ure and would take the vacation 
that is coming to him before making 
any. Just past 63 years of age and 
a bachelor, he lives at Boulevard and 
Beach 13ist Street, Belle Harbor, 
Queens, and is believed to be com- 
fortably well off. 

Coughlin issued a formal] statement 
before he left headquarters. It said: 
“I am leaving the Police Denpart- 
ment after a. period of thirty-two 
years of service with a clean record. 
There is no service in the Police De- 
artment that I have not known. 
very important case had my per- 
sonal supervision, the majority ter- 
minating with succéssful results. 
hey have included the West End 
Bank murder, the Whittemore case, 
the Hanby case, the radio burglar, 
the Lee murder and _ innumerable 
others. 

“JT have served all commissioners 
to the utmost of my ability, giving 
each one the same brand of service. 
In the last administration I used the 
same men and instrumentalities as I 
used during the administration of 
Commissioner McLaughlin, which 
brought’ commendations: not only 
from the press but the public in 
general. 

“T have been interested in the 
work of the department and on dif- 
ferent occasions have refused an 
offer, many times the salary paid by 
the Police Department to me. The 
men of the detective division of New 
York City are 100 per cent and have 

erformed their duties commendably. 
wish them all a merry Christmas 
and a happy New Year.” 

It was afternoon. when Coughlin 
departed, and inspectors from all 
over the city were congregating at 
headquarters. The new commission- 
er had notified them that he ex- 
pected them at his office at 3 P. M. 

romptly. They ‘were unctual. 

eaded by the new Chief Inspector 
and the newly appointed chief of 
the Detective Bureau they were ush- 
ered into the office of.the comnifs- 


mained ‘until 4 o’clock. The photog- 
raphers were called in next, and then 
Mr. Whalen saw the reporters and 
announced in no uncertain words 
that war had been declared upon the 
underworld. 

“I told them,’’ said Commissioner 
Whalen, ‘‘that there is a lot of law 
ina nighistick. sand I told them they. 
need ve no hesitation in using 
whatever means they found necés- 
sary in dealing with —— and 
thugs,- or when their lives were in 
danger. I want every underworld 
character to have it impressed upon 
him that New York is an unhealthy 
place in which to remain. 

“I told them that in such cases 
they would. find me: right behind 
them, but at.the same time I cau- 
tioned them that in dealing with de- 
cent, law-abiding citizens they must 
be courteous and helpful, I told them 
that I. expected them to be familiar 
with conditions in their districts, and 
that I would accept no excuses for 
lack of such familiarity. Speakeasies, 
gambling resorts and other disorderly 
places must be closed.”’ 

“Speakeasies, too?”’ inquired a re- 
porter, reminding the commissioner 
that there were more than 15,000 of 
them, according to estimates of Fed- 
eral Prohibition officials, and Mr. 
Whalen replied: 

“Well, there are certain types of 
places which are breeding places of 
crime, and I want to rid the city. of 
them.’’ 

Before dismissing the inspectors 
and telling them to communicate. his 
wishes to their subordinates, Mr. 
Whalen warned them that patrolmen 
must not smoke or congregate on 
corners while on duty. ch prac- 
tices, which he said had been grow- 
ing more prevalent of late accord- 
ing to his own observation, are not 
conducive to good discipline and ef- 
ficiency, he declared. 

“To sum it all up,’’ Mr. Whalen 
said, ‘I told. the inspectors that { 
understand the Police Department 
and its problems and that I expect it 
to function with 100 per cent effi- 
ciency.”’ 

In the -next two hours Mr... Whalen 
plunged into a study cf détails 
his office. It was dark when he de- 
parted for his home. 





BIG SHAKE-UPS IN PAST. 


Upheavals Marked Regimes 
Enright and McLaughlin. 


Radical shake-ups in the Police De- 
rtmént marked the régimes of 
lolice Commissioner Richard B. Ein- 
right in the Hylan Administration 
and of Police Commissioner George 
V. McLaughlin in the Walker Admin- 
istration. Mr. McLaughlin’s succes- 
sor, Joseph: A. Warren, also made 
some changes. 

One of the greatest reorganizations 
in the history of the department oc- 
curred under Mr. Enright. On Jan. 
12, 1924, he preferred charges of 
neglect of duty against thirteen of 
his twenty-two inspectors besides 
many deputy inspectors and cap- 
tains. It was said the reason for 
these wholesale charges was wide- 
spread failure to enforce the Fed- 
eral prohibition law. 

The disposition. of the charges 
came on July 18, 1924, when Mr. 
Enright dropped two _ inspectors, 
fined seven, exonerated three and 
made a series of important changes 
that amounted to a complete reor- 
ganization of the department. He 
dismissed Inspectors John F. Sween-

Also on that day Mr. Enright 
wiped out the éxisting thirteen in- 
spection districts, zoned the city into 
nine police divisions, made a clean 
sweep of many of the police tech- 
nical terms and assigned complete 
hew staffs to duty in the newly cre- 
ated divisions. 

On Jan. 1, 1926, Mr. McLaughlin 
succeeded Mr. Enright and a week 
later the new police head announced 
the following changes in an attempt 
to bring the department back to ‘‘a 

zal police department’’: 


The retirement of the head of the 
Special service division on the pen- 
sion of a captain instead of that of 
a deputy chief inspector. 

The abolition of the title of inspec- 
tor general, held by Inspector 
Charles McKinney, and the transfer 
of twenty-three patrolmen assigned 
to his office to active patrol duty. 

The discontinuance of the bureau 
of criminal science of the detective 
division and the transfer of its per- 
sonnel to the homicide squad. 

The rescinding of an order by Mr. 
—— compelling the 900 men in 
the Detective Division to make de- 
tailed daily reports. 


The limiting of the activities of the 
Police Glee Club and the Police Band 
so that they would appear only at 

lice or municipal functions and 

hen only when off duty. 

From time to time Commissioner 
McLaughlin made _ other radical 
changes, reducing high ranking offi- 
cers, promoting some of those in ju- 
nior ranks, increasing the inspection 
districts to a total of eighteen and 
transferring many motorcycle patrol- 
men to foot duty. 

When Joseph A. Warren became 

commissioner on April 12, 1927, he 
pledged that he would carry on the 
policies of his predecessor. His ré- 
gime, however, was marked by fewer 
changes than those of his two pre- 
decessors. 
On Julv 2 of this year, simultane- 
ously with his promotion of twenty- 
four sergeants to lieutenants and six- 
ty-nin. patrolmen to sergeants, Com- 
missioner Warren confirmed reports 
that a shake-up was impending, but 
he would not say how general it 
would be or when it would go into 
effect. These reports were occa- 
sioned by an order by the police head 
on June 80 demoting four first-grade 
detectives in the narcotic division 
to patrolmen and assigning them to 
patrol in uniform. 

A general shake-up by Mr. War- 
ren, however, did not materialize. 
The narcotic division met with se- 
vere censure from Inspector Cough- 
lin for its failure to turn in informa- 
tion concerning Edwin Jerge, alleged 
drug peddler, who was murdered at 
Broadway and Thirty-sixth Street 
last June. It was reported shortly 
after this crime that higher officials 
in the department were dissatisfied 
with the recent record of the nar- 
cotic squad, believing that its mem- 
bers had paid too much attention to 
bringing in users of narcotics and 
not enough to rounding up drug ped- 
diers, About’ this time, Deputy Chief 
Inspector Lewis J. Valentine, War- 
ren’s confidential investigator, made 
a survey of the activities of the nar- 
cotic division,

The time had passed quickly, 
Lahey said, and pleasantly, ‘‘with 
lots of friends around,’’ and “plenty 
to do.” ; 

Among those who came down the 
corridor of Police Headquarters to 
shake his hand was Inspector John 
D. Coughlin, Commander of the De- 
tective Division. Though Coughlin 
was a younger man than Lahey— 
Coughlin was born July 2, 1874, and 
Lahey Dec. 6, 1865—their careers in 
recent years had been almost iden- 
tical. 


Got Last Posts on Same Day. 


Both of them were elevated to their 
last posts the same day, Sept. 4, 1920, 
Both drew the enmity, not many 
months later, of the man who had 
appointed them, the then commis- 
sioner, Richard E. Enright. Both 
| fought for their jobs and held them. 


| Both won the outspoken commenda- 
tion of Commissioner George V. Mc- 
Laughlin. And both of them were re- 
tired yesterday morning by the new- 
est commissioner, Grover A. Whalen. 

The only difference was that Mr. 
Whalen made a statement in praise 
of Lahey’s ‘‘character and_integ- 
rity.”” The new head of New York’s 
Police Department said nothing 
about Coughlin. 

Lahey, born in the Old Fourth 
Ward, joined the force in the days 
when policemen’s helmets were 
shaped like cocoanuts. A few days 
afterward came the great blizzard 
of 1888, which gave the young patrol- 
man his first taste of police emer- 
gency duty. He has been at it ever 
since. 

His first post was on the lower 

west side, now New York’s Syrian 
quarter. Later he was shifted from 
walking the beat and became a clerk 
in the Bureau of Elections, then a 
part of the police department, rising 
to chief clerk. He became a ser- 
geant under Commissioner Murphy. 
Almost twenty years after he 
joined he rose to the rank of lieu- 
tenant in 1907. In that time he had 
experienced about every kind of po- 
lice work known. A year later he 
was appointed captain, and in 1911 
Commissioner Rhinelander Waldo 
made Lahey an inspector. 
Four years later, with the change 
of administration, he was reduced to 
captain by Commissioner Arthur 
Woods. With another cycle of poli- 
tics in. 1918, Enright made him Sec- 
ond Deputy Commissioner, Two 
years later he was placed in charge 
of the uniformed force. 


Considered for Highest Post. 


Three years ago Lahey was consid- 
ered as a successor to Enright as 
commissioner. The choice finally fell 
to the outsider, McLaughlin, whose 
appointment was a return to the old 
policy of putting a civilian at the 
head of the department. Enright had 
been the only commissioner to rise 
from the ranks in many years. 

Lahey’s advancements drew high 
commendation from press and public 
over a period of years, and when 
former Commissioner McLaughlin 
spoke at a dinner in the Chief In- 
spector’s honor he said he would 
“underwrite Lahey’s opinion on po-

When Lahey received his appoint- 
ment in. 1918 as Deputy Commission- 
ér political efforts were made to can- 
cel his right to a pension.

O’Brien an Expert on Traffic. 


The methods of traffic regulation 
worked out in the last few years 
have been largely the work of In- 
spector John J. O’Brien, who suc- 
ceeded Lahey as chief inspector... On 
the police force only four years 
fewer than Lahey and four years 
more than Coughlin, the new chief 


inspector has long been considered 
a technical expert on traffic. 

O’Brien joined. the police force 
on Nov. 12, 1892; and four years later 
became a ‘‘roundsman’’ as_ the 
present grade of sergeant was then 
called. On Jan. 1, 1902, he became 
a lieutenant, on Nov. 6, 1908, a ca 
tain and an inspector on June A 
1913. He succeeded to the old rank 
of Borough Inspector on Nov. 9, 
1917, and when that rank was abol- 
ished became a Deputy Chief Inspec- 
tor on Jan. 1, 1923. 

He was captain of the West Thir- 
tieth Street station when that. sta- 
tion was the hub of the riotous Ten- 
derloin night life. Traffic problems 
were just beginning to rise about 
that time, and O’Brien worked out 
the earliest motor code. 

From 1909 on for several years he 
devoted himself almost exclusively 
to traffic problems and had a post 
in the newly formed traffic division. 
As acting inspector he took entire 
charge of traffic work from Sep- 
tember, 1912, to January, 1913, dur- 
ing the iliness of Inspector McClus- 
key. Then Inspector Titus was put 
in command of the division, with 
O’Brien as his assistant. 

In June, 1913, Police Commissioner 
Waldo promoted Captain O’Brien to 
the rank of inspector to succeed In- 
spector Titus. He held this post 
some years and was promoted to the 
rank of Borough Inspector. When 
that rank was abolished he received 
charge of reorganizing the traffic 
division and many of the regulations 
now in force were promulgated. 

During the war O’Brien had com- 
mand of the First Inspection Dis- 
trict. He helped Federal agencies 
develop a code for handling alien 
war registration. He was adviser to 
Commissioner Woods for some time 
during this period, and Woods a 
pointed him Borough Inspector in 
charge of Manhattan and the Bronx. 
His latest post, since he revised the 
traffic code, has been in command of 
the Bronx police. 


Mulrooney. an Inspector in 1927. 


Edward P. Mulrooney also joined 
the Police Department toward the 
end of the last century. This was in 
1896. He became a sergeant in 1905, 
a leutenant in 1913, a captain in 
1923, a deputy inspector in 1926, and 
an inspector a year later. 

Before he received charge of the 
First Inspection District in Manhat- 
tan he served for several years as 
captain of the West 135th Street 
station, in the heart of Harlem’s 
negro district. 

Inspector Mulrooney has been cred- 
ited with several important arrests 
and has been commended on three 
occasions for meritorious conduct. 
He was appointed a patrolman by the. 
late Theodore Roosevelt.

Text of Doctor’s Statement. 


The general statement issued to- 
night by the King’s doctors to the 
British medical profession, to be pub- 
lished in The Lancet and The British 
Medical Journal tomorrow, follows: 

“There are signs that the King’s 
iliness is producing in the public 
mind a sensitiveness, only too natu- 
ral, caused by weeks of anxiety and 
producing too easily alarm, and 
therefore distress, both of which it is 
most desirable to avoid. Doctors in 
their various spheres can do much 
by their knowledge to maintain 
hopes and confidence. 

“The present condition. of his 
Majesty can best be understood by 
recalling the earlier stages of this 
severe illness. In the first phase, 
gradual in its onset, there were to be 
noticed a general infection—with im- 
perfect localization—little or no 
cough and only one small patch of 
pleuritic friction: blood culture posi- 
tive (streptococcus) |a genus of 
micro-organisms, one of which pro- 
duces pneumonia and another erysip- 
elas] and an irritative state of the 
nervous system which, produced pro- 
found distress and a sense of illness— 
yet with these was a wish, born of 
quiet courage and the habit. of duty, 
to make light: of the illness and to 
hold on to work, thus adding to the 
wear and tear of the fever. Toward 
the end of the first phase came an 
aecentuation of the pleuritic’ ‘fric- 
tion, which extended to the dia- 
phragm. 

Second Phase Resembled Typhoid. 


**The second phase was one of in- 
creasing toxaemia [poisoning of the 
blood] with a dusky appearance, a 
dry, cracked tongue, periods of de- 
lirium and exhaustion—in short, a 
clinical picture resembling that of-a 
case of severe typhoid fever in the 
third and fourth week—but with the 
added anxiety of attacks of dyspnoea 
[labored breathing due to ineffective 
action of the heart] and cyanosis [a 


disordered condition of the circula- | 
tion, causing a livid, bluish color in| 
the skin], due to strain on the heart.| although 


‘With the next phase came an 


abatement of the fever and some evi- 
dence of localization. The blood cul- 
ture was now negative; the toxaemia 
less and the delirium subsiding. The 
localization in the right lung did not 
result at this stage in effusion, as 
shown by a puncture and by excel- 
lent radiographs. 

A few days later the temperature 
rose rather abruptly to a higher level 
and on Dec. 12 there was evidence 
at the extreme right base of effusion 
which had commenced between the 
lung and diaphragm. Drainage by 
means of a rib resection was per- 
formed on the same day under gen- 
eral anaethesia—gas, oxygen

“Though the infective process has 
become greatly localized, its severity, 
coupled with the lowered vitality re- 
sulting from the length of the illness, 
must make the progress of healing 
difficult and tedious. Local slough- 
ing, however, is less pronounced to- 
day and a tissue reaction is apparent. 

‘To stimulate the vitality of the 
tissues, a brief, general exposure to 
ultra-violet rays from a mercury 
lamp has been made each day since 
Dec. 15. The effect of these ex- 
posures is being. checked by leuco- 
cyte counts and an estimation of the 
bactericidal power of the patient’s 
blood. There is reason to think that 
this employment of ultra-violet rays 
has, in combination with the treat- 
ment. mentioned in previous state- 
ments, been beneficial. 

“It is hoped that the foregoing ac- 
count will help toward an under- 
standing of the future course of the 
illness. It will be apparent to medi- 
oal men that not only the. severity 
and the length of the infection but 
the exhaustion resulting therefrom 
—* make progress slow and ditfti- 
cult. 

At the same time the dangerous 
phases of the/illness have been sur- 
mounted and ‘there are increasingly 
solid grounds for hoping that recov- 
ery will result from this long ani 
anxious struggle.

DR. M’KERNON RETIRES 
AS HEAD OF HOSPITAL 


Post-Graduate Board Elects Him 
Honorary President—He Served 
in France Daring War. 





Dr. Edward H. Hume;. executive 
vice president of the New York Post- 
Graduate Medieal School and - Hos- 
pital, announced yesterday the retire- 
ment of Dr. James F.. McKernon as 
president of the corporation™ and 
faculty after thirty years of service 
and his election as honorary presi- 
dent of the institution by. the board 
of directors. His successor has not 
been chosen. 

Dr. McKernon, who had previous] 
been with the staff of the New:Yor 
Eye and Ear Infirmary, became Pro- 
fessor of Otology at the Post-Grad- 
uate in 1900. In 1908 he became & 
member of the corporation and of 
the hoard of directors. This was fol- 
lowed by his election as first vice 
president in May, 1910, and as presi- 
dent of ‘the board two years later. 

When the World War broke out Dr. 
McKernon resigned as president, but 
continued as emeritus Professor of 
Otology and as consulting otologist. 
Pollgsing his return from the war 
he was re-elected president of the 
board of directors and held the office 
continuously until his retirement. 

Dr. McKernon. was appointed Ca 
tain in the Medical Reserve Corps in 
February, 1917, and assisted in form- 
ing Base Hospital No. 8 He em- 
barked on the Saratoga for Francé 
on July 15, 1917, but the stéamér’ was 
gunk and the party returned’ to New 
York the following day.

Federal Commissioner Denies 
Law Exempts Foreign Ships 
From Inspéction Here. 


STABILITY. MARGIN LOW 


Barely Compatible. With Safety, 
According to Calculations 
of Naval Men. 


United States Commissioner Fran- 
cis J, O’Neill, presiding officer at the 
investigation into the sinking of the 
steamship Vestris’ on Nov. 12, with 
the loss of 111 lives, in his report on 
the investigation yesterday, found 
that the condition of the ship before 
she left port, the conduct of her of- 
ficers in the crisis, and the lack of 
sufficient inspection under existing 
practice of the United States Steam- 
boat Inspection Service all ¢ontrib- 
uted to the disaster, and all were in 
part responsible. 

The report took sharp issue with 
the Department of Commerce Steam- 
boat Inspection Service practice of 
exempting foreign vessels from in- 
spection, which it declared to be 
without authority of law. It criti- 
cized both the owners of the vessel 
and the inspection service for per- 
mitting her to put to sea without 
knowing her margin of stability, 
which it declared to be the lowest 
compatible with safety. 

Calculations on which experts have 
been working for a month, seeking 
to ascertain her stability, 
which were completed after the re- 
port was made public yesterday, in- 
aicathn that the Vestris’s stability 
was actually lower Was conmi- 


patible with safety under the circum- 
stances, it was announced last night. 


14 Recommendations to Congress. 


Both these conditions were dealt 
with in fourteen recommendations of 
changes in practice, equipment and 
regulation of ocean-going vessels 
with which Mr. O’Neill concluded 
his report. More rigid inspections, 
stricter accountability of owners, 
higher requirements for the licensing 
of officers and changes in design 
and in life-saving ——— were 
among the recommendations ap- 
pended to the report, which is to be 
forwarded to Congress. 

The fact that the entire class of 
vessels which, like the Vestris, are 
of foreign registry, but do not touch 
ports of their home country jin their 
regular routes, are not subject to the 
inspection requirements - either of 
their home country.or of the United 
States, was first declared in the re- 

ort to be ‘ ‘astonishing and disquiet- 
ng,”’ and later was pronounced con- 
trary to the United States statutes 
covering the matter. The exemption 
of such vessels.from United States 
requirements is provided the reg- 
ulations of the’ Steamboat pection 
Service of the Department of Com- 
merce, but,. according to Commis- 
sioner O’ Neill, is not supported by 
the law itself. 

The low stability of the Vestris 
and the fact that both Government 
inspectors and owners ‘did not know 
what that stability factor was when 
the vessel sailed, were the first two 
points which Conimissioner O’Neill 
noted in his summary of the causes 
of the sinking of the ship. It was 
several hours after his report had 
been made public that Lieut. Com. 
Sloan Danenhower, U. 8S. N. retired, 
and Lieutenant Richard M. Waitt, 
U. S. N., submitted their final calcu- 
lations on the stability on which they 
have. worked for a —— h. 

Captain E..P. Jessop, U. S. N., 
tired, the expert. for the United 
States Government who sat in the in- 
vestigation, declared that these cal- 
culations showed. that the stability 
factor of the Vestris was actually 
lower than was compatible with or- 
dinary prudence, and safety in the 
circumstances. “The text of the cal- 
culations, which is highly technical, 
will be made public. later, but Cap- 
tain Jessop summarized their signi- 
ficance. 

Her low stability alone would not 
have caused the Vestris to sink, he 
said, but it made her infinitely more 
vulnerable to any untoward condi- 
tions which might arise. Her tender- 
ness was so great, he said, that the 
wind alone, which it previously had 
been thought could not have contrib- 
uted more than two degrees to her 
total list, caused a list of more than 
five degrees. In the same propor- 
tions, a much smaller amount of 
loose water.-inside the ship would 
have caused a.much greater list than 
had been thought possible before the 
stability data had revealed the true 
condition of the ship. 


Sent Abroad For Stability Data. 
Not only were these facts not 


known when. the vessel sailed, Com- jj 


missioner O’Neill pointed out, but 
the data for computing them. was 
not even in this: country, and had 
to be obtained ‘from the London of- 
fices of the Lamport & Holt Line, 
owners of the vessel. 

Commissioner O’Neill reviewed the 
testimony of Supervising Inspector 
John L. Crone, in charge of the 
Steamboat Inspection Service here, 
which revealed that under an order 
from Washington the regulations of 
his service did not cover foreign 
vessels. He also had ‘testified that 
foreign vessels which did not touch 
ports of the nation oftheir registry 
were not subject to the inspection of 
that nation. 

Commissioner O’Neill said he could

Lifebelts Held Antiquated.

The 
object was to give him equal rank 
with the Chief of Operations in the 
Navy, At. the same session the 
House, without a dissenting vote, 
passed a bill to make Brig. Gen. 
HERBERT M. LORD, Director of the 
Budget, a Major General on the re- 
tired list. Of the Furlow Air Corps 
bill the War Department thinks asery 
highly. 

The House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee in a report, a few days ago 
proposed that these various bills be 
accepted by the Senate as: amend-~- 
ments to the Liggett-Bullard bill.

GOVERNOR AND SECRETARY. 


Announcement by the Secretary of 
State at Albany, Mr. ROBERT MOSES, 
that he will resign on the first of 
January is interesting both in itself 
and for the reasons given. The office 
was made appointive by the reor- 
ganization of the State Government 
and its duties were somewhat light- 
ened... According to Mr. Mosss, it 
was decided by Governor SMITH to 
establish the precedent that the Sec- 
retary of State should be a sort of 
deputy to the Governor,-holding con- 
fidential relations with him, and thus 
justifying a selection on personal 
grounds. In the position Mr. ROOSE- 
VELT, when he becomes Governor, is 
entitled to have a man of his. own 
choice, and therefore Secretary 
MOSES, although it is understood that 
he was asked to remain in office for 
a time, has decided to resign at once. 
His action, together with his expla- 
nation of it, will serve to make 
clearer the status and functions of 
the Secretary of State in New York, 
since he ceased to be an elective 
official. 

It will be gratifying to everybody 
except a few persons on Long Island 
to learn that Mr. .MOsEs is to con- 
tinue at the head of the Park Com- 
mission. In that capacity his labors 
have been unwearied and successful. 
With great energy and persistence 
he has worked for the extension and 
support of State parks. In carry- 
ing out his plans he has run up 
against stiff opposition from certain 
landowners on Long Island who 
have tried to block his path by legal 
proceedings of one kind and another. 
But in these Mr. Moses has almost 
invariably been upheld by the courts. 
The prospects for parks and park- 
ways which he has elaborated and 
still is anxious to execute will con- 
tinue to have the benefit of his over- 
sight and able direction.

-PERILS OF THE CANYON. 


Although successfully navigated a 
dozen times, so treacherous is the 
Colorado River at the bottom of its 
succession of. deep canyons that 
many who have attempted to brave 
its waters have met with disaster 
and even death. This is why special 
expeditions have been organized to 
endeavor to find Mr. and Mrs. 
GLEN HYDE, who are now two weeks 
overdue at their. destination, the 
Needles, in Arizona. This couple 
started on Oct. 20 from Green River, 
whence so. many expeditions have 
set forth upon the turbulent waters 
of the great canyon-gouger. They 
passed Bright Angel, at the foot of 
the trail which so many tourists 
have descended clinging fearfully to 
the manes of mules, on Nov. 15. 
Thanks to quiet waters, low because 
of the season of the year, they got 
through some of the worst rapids 
safely. But between Bright Angel 
and the Needles is a series of tata- 
racts which have taxed the skill 
and endurance of all who have en- 
deavored to make the trip. 
Fifty-nine years have passed since 
Major J. W. POWELL made his fa- 
mous first voyage down this river. 
Few feats in the history of explora- 
tion were more dramatic or re- 
quired greater courage and hardi- 
hood. All that was known of the 
river was that it flowed for hun- 
dreds of miles at the bottom. of 
almost sunless gorges. Indian tra- 
dition had it that part of the way 
its course was underground. It was 
said to contain several Niagaras. 
But the Powell expedition. pushed 
on undaunted. ‘Two of its boats 
were wrecked. Food was nearly ex- 
hausted. Two men who left the 
expedition; thinking it safer to try 
their way overland to the nearest 
settlement, were ambushed by the 
Indians. ,The survivors finally 
reached the end of their journey, 
whereupon Major POWELL at once 
proceeded to organize a second ex- 
pedition to add to the scientific data 
obtained on the first. 

The chronicler of this second ex- 
pedition, Mr. FREDERICK S. DELLEN- 
BAUGH, has told in his admirable 
volume, “A Canyon Voyage,” of 
the incredible hardships which his 
party underwent on that memorable 
expedition more than a half century 
ago. Judging from his experience, 
it is possible that the lost couple 
are safe somewhere in the canyon. 
When the. last .previous attempt to 
ride the waters of the Colorado was 
made and’ the party reported lost, 
Mr. DELLENBAUGH: pointed out that 
unforeseen delays were the prob- 
able, cause of their failure to appear 
on schedule time. ‘This proved to be 
the case. 

In the present festance the dan- 
ger lies in the fact that the voy- 
agers are inexperienced. The expe- 
dition down.the Colorado is today 
almost as much of an adventure and 
quite ‘as much of a risk as it was 
in the days of Major POWELL. It 
should ‘be undertaken only by the 
brave -and resourceful, who are re- 
silient under prolonged — bitter 
hardship.

the interest of the builders did not, 
extend far beyond the edge of the 
concrete or macadam. Nor, appar- 
ently, did the average motorist’s 
sense of responsibility; his thought- 
less littering and despoiling of coun- 
trysides are an old story. ‘The pub- 
lic looked ‘on indifferently as roads 
were lined with billboards and gar- 
ishly placarded garages, stands and 
filling stations. 

In other States. besides North 
Carolina there are signs of a move- 
ment to counteract the “ uglifica- 
tion” of the highways. Despite un- 
happy architectural experiments, 
filling stations are more presentable 
than ‘they were a few years ago. 
There is no lack of promising can- 
didates for the sixteen prizes which 
the American Civic Association. of 
Washington and the Art Centre of 
this city annually award to the coun-. 
try’s most attractive produce and 
refreshment stands, inns, tearooms 
and camps. Many are the protests 
against misplaced and overobtru- 
sive billboards; it is estimated that 
fully 100 State and national organi- 
zations are working for the restric- 
tion of rural billboard advertising. 
New England, Mecca of automobile 
tourists, is being rebuked for having 
let so many of its highways lapse 
into eyesores. Its State roads have 
been described as “slums of pros- 
perity.” WALTER PRICHARD EATON 
has accused it of selling its. birth- 
right for a mess of frankfurters. 
Evidently these criticisms begin to 
bear fruit, for example, in Connecti- 
cut. At its last session, the Con- 
necticut Legislature authorized the 
Highway Commissioner “to plant, 
“ set out, spray, prune, cut or other- 
“wise care for trees, shrubs and 
“ other vegetation ” within the limits 
of trunk line and State highways. 
Rank growths along the right of 
way are being removed, vistas 
opened up at scenic spots, small 
parks established at intersections, 
young trees set out and steep slopes 
planted with woodbine, honeysuckle 
and rambler roses. State engineers 
furnish advice to builders of roadside 
structures who wish to preserve the 
beauty of the surroundings. Un- 
sightliness has become so general 
along the highways that, in Connec- 
ticut and North Carolina as else- 
where, the progress of the movement 
to beautify will be slow, but there is 
encouragement in the fact that at 
least it is getting under way.

NEED THAT IS GENUINE. 


The round-up of forty professional 
beggars, some of whom have been 
receiving $100 a day by imposing on 
the subway crowds, is another argu- 
ment for discriminating charity. The 
spirit of generosity-is constantly 
tempted to respond to the pleas of 
apparently needy persons in the 
crowded streets. Many of them 
affect a tragic appearancé—as did 
the man who, by feigning palsy, had 
“salted away” more than $40,000. 
For every such impostor there are 
hundreds in genuine need. The old, 
the sick, the friendless—men and 
women who have fought the battle 
of life honorably against too great 
odds—would ‘scorn to stoop to beg- 
ging tricks. These are the ones whom 
the Hundred Neediest Cases Fund 
is designed to help. 

In giving to this cause the donor. 
is certified against imposture. . The 
cases have been investigated. by 
those long familiar with the exigen- 
cies of people- who have fallen, on 
evil days. The contrast between this 
charitable method and the haphaz- 
ard response to the professional 
capitalizers of public: sympathy is 
so obvious that it needs no elabora- 
tion. No one who contributes to the 
Hundred Neediest Cases can doubt 
that the gift will go entire and direct 
to worthy recipients.

public health work more effective. 
Through clinics, radio talks, classes, 
motion pictures and lectures, schools 
and vacation trips for tubercular 
children the. public has been. in- 
structed. 

People know that — diagnosis 
and treatment almost invariably re- 
sult in a cure. They have learned the 
importance of fresh air, abundant 
nourishment and long hours of rest 
in both the prevention and cure of 
the most destructive disease in the 
city. Because the society has spent 
thousands of dollars: in this educa- 
tional. work every one of us has a 
better chance to stay well. 

Through. membership fees and 
through the annual sale of Christmas 
seals the society gets the necessary 
funds for carrying on. this program. 
It has no endowment, and it receives 
few large gifts. The people who buy 
from $1 to $5 «worth. of Christmas 
seals are its chief support. They 
ought to swell the purse to the need- 
ed $300,000 for 1929. 





Christmas means a 
holiday from school for 
the children, and to many 
of them that is quite as 
important as the feast- 
ing and the gifts. Those who would 
like to play truant occasionally must 
be puzzled by the grown people who 
are using their school rooms inthe }, 
evenings for various kinds of class 
work. A good many little boys long 
to be grown up so that they will not 
have to go to scliool any more, and 
they must be mystified at parents 
who voluntarily give up recreation 
time to submit to teaching. 

At the Lincoln School of Teachers 
College 150 parents are taking a 
twelve weeks’ course comprising 
some of the same subjects studied by 
the children.. However, modeling in 
clay, carving wood and painting do 
not seem like school work to fathers 
and mothers who had little or no 
manual training in their own school 
days. Equipment nowadays includes 
much material designed for physical 
development. The gymnasium, which 
used to stand empty for more hours 
than it was used, is now lighted up 
every night and made the scene of 
much arduous amusement. The swim- 
ming classes are also well patronized. 

The chief difference between school 
for children and. for adults is that 
the latter is voluntary. Fathers and 
mothers do not have to attend 
classes, and those they do select are 
chosen because they really want to 
go. Next month they will have the 
opportunity of entering a class to 
study education and other phases of 
bringing up children. Members of 
that class will feel as if they are 
back at lessons again.

Death at Saranac Lake Due to

SARANAC LAKE, N. Y., Dec. 19. 
—Silvio Hein, composer of several 
successful musical comedies, died at 
his. home here this morning at the 
age of 49. He had spent much of 
the last four years in this vicinity 
for his health. He came to Saranac 
this Fant after a serious breakdown. 
in New York, but failed to recuper- 
ate. His wife, Ann Mooney Hein, 
and his mother, Mrs. Irene Hein, 
were with him when he died. They 


left tonight for New York, where ser- 


vices will be held. 

Among those who were called yes- 
terday to Mr. Hein’s bedside were 
Gene. Buck, president, and. J. C. 
Rosenthal, general. manager of the 
American Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers. 

r. Hein was a close friend of the 
late Victor Herbert and was one of 
the originators of a plan for a monu- 
ment to that composer in New York. 


Comforted Patients. 


During Mr. Hein’s stay in this vil- 
lage he gave much of his time and 
strength to the aid and comfort of 
patients suffering from tuberculosis. 

Both he and Mrs. Hein appeared 
many times in entertainments of a 
charitable nature, and frequently 
visited at the -bedsides of those in 
Sanatoria. 

Mr. Rosenthal said today his fel- 
low composers would plan for a me- 
morial here to carry on the spirit of 
service begun by Mr, Hein. 


A Composer in His ’Teens. 


Silvio Hein was best known on 
Broadway aS a composer and con- 
ductor, although he was also a pro- 
ducer. Born in this city on March 
15, 1879, and musically educated in 
Trieste and Vienna, he composed an 
opera. before he was 20. On his re- 
turn from Europe he began his ca- 
reer in the musical comedy field, his 
first work being the score of ‘‘Nancy 
Browh’’ in 1903. Among the better 
known musical plays with which he 


was identified were ‘‘The Boys and 
Betty,’”’ ‘The Yankee Girl,” “A 
Matinee Idol,’’ ‘“‘When Dreams Come 
True,” ‘‘Flo-Flo,’” ‘‘Look Who’s 
Here,”’ ‘“‘Furs and Frills’’ and ‘‘The 
Girl From Home.” He also wrote 
the song called ‘‘All Dressed Up and 
No Place to Go,’ and ‘Suite Six- 
teen,”’ in which Grace oore ap: 
peared. As a producer he sponsored 

a production of ‘‘The Merry Wives 
of Windsor,’’ in which the late Tom 
Wise and Constance Collier were 
séen. 

Mr. Hein was oné of the founders 
of the American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers, 
which. he also served as director and 
as assistant secretary. He belonged 
to many theatrical or izations, in- 
cluding thé Lambs, ars, National 
Vaudeville Artists un Dramatists’ 
Guild. He was also a member of the 
Racquet and National Press -clubs 
of Washington and of Pacific Lodge, 
F..and A, M.

| PATRIARCH OF ANTIOCH | 
DIES IN BEIRUT, SYRIA 


Gregorias Hadded Second Native ! 


to Hold This OfficeMass 
Here Sunday. 


Announcement was made last night 
of the death at Beirut, Syria, of 
Gregorius Hadded, Patriarch of 
Antioch for the Greek Orthodox 
Church, one of the highest Christian 
dignitaries in the Near East. -A re- 

em mass will be offered in the 
yrian Orthodox Cathedral of the 
Holy Trinity, Clinton Street’ and 
Third Place, Brooklyn, at 11 o’clock 
Sunday morning. 

Before his election as Patriarch 
in 1906, Gregorias Hadded was for 
seventeen years Archbishop of Trip- 
oli, Syria. He was the second native 
to hold the high office of Patriarch. 
His work in building up the auton- 
omy of the Syrian urch had won 
the admiration of orthodox believers 
throughout the world. Just before 
the World War he visited St. Peters- 
burg at the invitation of the Czar 
for the tércentenary of the Romanoff 
family and was received with high 
honors. 

During the war the Patriarch did 
much to alleviate the suffering of the 
destitute of Syria, and exercised 
great influence with Djemal Pasha, 
then Governor of the country. After 
the armistice he was a leader’in the 
re-establishment of law and order.

NEW RULES SOUGHT: 
TO SPEED UP iE) UP HOCKEY 


‘Newsy Lalonde Would ‘Allow 
Forward Passing in Front 
of Enemy Goal. 


WINDSOR, Ont., Dec. 19 (#).—Ed- 
ward C. (Newsy) Lalonde, veteran 
manager of the Niagara Falls team 
in thé Canadian Professional Hockey 
League, believes several. important 
changes should 'be made in the‘ play- 
ing code of the disk chasers in order 
to eliminate. the . overtime games, 
scoreless draws -and shutouts that 
have: cropped . up in quantity this 
season. 


Lalonde would reverse the — 
rules ‘and allow forward passing in 
the area in front.of the. enemy goal. 
At the same time he believes that 
forward ng .by a team in its 
own. territory should be abolished. 

‘‘The cart is before the horse,’’ he 
said today. ‘‘The National Hockey 
Leagtie fans are clamoring about 
these’ meaningless’ games and ‘the’ 
owners have to realize that .the cash 
customers must be satisfied epee 
they pay the freight. 

Speedy Play ‘Is Objective. 

“I am. convinced that. the elimina- 
tion’ of forward passing in a.team’s 
own area will do more than any- 
thing else to open up play. It would 
place the onus on the disk carrier 
and make it necessary for him to 
bring the. disk. up to.centre ice or 
resort to onside passes, rather than 
the: present style of whipping to the 
first line-as many of them do, leav- 
ing any opposing attackers ‘flat- 
footed.

URGES LOAD LINE BILL. 


Merchants’ Association Advocates 
Measure to Further Ships’ Safety. 


In the interest of the safety of life 
and property at sea the Merchants’ 
Association announced yesterday it 
had sent a letter to Representative 
Wallace H. White Jr., chairman of 
the Committee on Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, urging favorable con- 


sideration of a bill establishing load 
lines for American vessels. 

Were such a bill to be enacted, 
it is explained, no Ameérican vessel 
would be permitted to leave port if 
loaded to a point beyond the stand- 








ard which would be established for 
all classes of vessels by a regulatory 
board. A bill along the linés sug- 
gested was introduced at the first 
session of the Seventieth Congress 
and was —— by the Senate shortly 
before adjournment. While Borer - 
ing the general principles of this bill, 
the Merchants’ Association -has sug- 
gested that it might profitably be 
amended * the insertion of a pro- 
vision requirmg consideration to be 
given to the various types of vessels 
and the trades in which they are en- 
gaged. The association informed 
Chairman White, however, that it 
considéred the bill so important that 
it desired its enactment even though 
the amendments may not be ac- 
cepted.
